CEREAL RUST PREVENTION 

The very important results obtain- 
jed by the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory at Winnipeg ina_ six 
years’ (1925-30) investigation to de- 
termine the possibility of preventing 
the enormous losses due to cereal 
rusts by use of fungicidal dust have 
just been published as an official bul- 
letin by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Each year during the 
period of investigation, applications 
of a suitable sulphur dust, well-tim- 
ed and properly applied, prevented 
rust and other leaf and stem diseases 
of cereal crops to a marked degree. 
Practical and effective dusting sche- 
dules were developed for controlling 
stem rust of wheat and oats in small 
plots and large fields. Of the many 
brands of dust used, finely divided sul- 
phur dusts were found to be the best 
for rust control. The fungicidal ef- 
fectiveness of sulphur, it was proved, 
was increased in proportion to the 
fineness of its particles. Ordinary 
pure sulphur of 300-mesh fineness 
gave very satisfactory results. Aero- 
plane dusting 8 found practical 
and effective in preventing rust, pur: 
the cost involved rendered this method 
of applying sulphur dust unprofitable 
under present circumstances.

MOSQUITO ANTI-TOXIN 
SUGGESTED IN CANADA 


The National Research Council of 
Canada is taking up a suggestion of- 
fered hy Mr. F. M: Sclanders, com- 
missioner of the Saint John Board of | 
Trade, that an effort be made to de- 
velop some form of anti-toxin against 
mosquito bites. 

Mr. Sclanders pointed out that most 
woodsmen, constantly bitten by mo- 
squitoes, develop an immunity against 
their poison. Dr. H. M. Tory, prea: 
dent of the Council, egreeq that this 
was so and said he himself never had 
been bothered by mosquitoes since he 
had been bitten severely and persist- 
ently by these insect pests on the oc- 
casion of a summer vacation. Dr. Tory 
said the preparation of a synthetic | 
anti-toxin would be difficult and com- | 
plicated, but he would see what his 
experts could accomplish in that "|

Older readers will recall the time 
when health gepartments were chiefly 
concerned with drains. That wag the 
period when certain diseases were 
known as filth diseases, and it was 
generally believéd that dirt and dis- 
ease were synonymous. 


As scientific investigations revealed or in the handling of milk. 


the true cause of diseases and made 
clear their mode of transmission, we 


,;came to know that disease does not | 


breed in filth, but that the filth, if 
contaminated by human excreta, may 
act as a vehicle for the transmission 
of disease. 


Typhoid fever was one of the filth 
diseases, and it was not unreasonable 
that it should have been so regarded. 
Typhoid fever is caused by a germ 
which settles and thrives in the hu- 
man intestines, whence it may invade 
other parts of the body. The germs 
pass out of the body in the bowel dis- 
charges, and not infrequently, in the 
urine.

Lime-water is prepared by slaking 
freshly burnt ‘quick lime, thinning

stand for an hour or so and the clear

BORN IN ONTARIO 


To lead thme in this crusading as- 
sault upon occupational group govern- 
ment, provincial Liberals assembled in 
convention at Edmonton late in Octo- 
ber of 1932 and amid scenes of the 
wildest enthusiasm unanimously se- 
lected W. R. Howson as their stand- 
ard-bearer. The tremendous and 
spontaneous ovation which the new 
leader received when his name was 
placed in nomination surpassed any- 
thing of its kind in the history of the 
province. Even the Conservative 
press of the city acknowledged How- 
son’s “great potentialities for public 
service. Fighting qualities are main- 
ly responsible for his selection as 
leader. It is to be hoped that he will 
keep these in proper restraint and re- 
serve his powers of attack for oc- 
casions when they serve a good pur- 
pose.” 

Teacher, banker, soldier and bar- 
rister, ‘Bill’ Howson bad travelled a 
long and toilsome way over the in- 
tervening half century. Springing 
from English and Irish stock, the 
youngster destined to become leader 
of the Alberta Grit forces first lifted 
his voice in vigorous protest against 
prevailing conditions during the sixth 
day of March, 1883, on a farm near 
Norwood, Ontario. His Yorkshire 
grandfather had cleared the first 
Howson farm in the the New Woriu 
and it was that challenging environ- 
ment that the future politician ab- 
sorbed his first lessons in thrift, in- 
dustry ang dogged determination. To- 
day the Alberta Liberal Chieftan re- 
flects uppn some of the influences of 
his Ontario childhood and reveals a 
long cherished ambition to operate a 
farm of his own. 

“I can drive as straight a furrow 
as the next man,” Mr. Howson de- 
elares, “and I can do many things that 
the farmers of today have forgotten. 
I can harvest peas with a scythe—I 
can swing a cradle--we used to cut

marriage Mr. Howson enlisted for 
overseas service and saw action lu 
France as a private in the First Cana- 
dian Tank Battalian. Wpon returning 
to Edmonton following the Armistice 
he was made a partner in the new 
legal firm of Parlee, Freeman and 
Howson. From 1920 until 1930 when 
he was first elected to the provincial 
House as a Liberal member for Ed- 
monton, Mr. Howson took an active 
part in the interests of the Grit cause. 
In 1931 he left his former parcner- 
ship to organize Howson, Duncan, 
McLachlan ang Cross, continuing the 
practice of Short and Cross—Edmon- 
ton’s oldest legal firm. 

A hard-hitter in public address and 
a forceful personality in dehate, How- 
son was early marked for leadership 
of what he himself now describes as 
“the party of the helpful hand”. 
And so, in the Foothill Province at 
least, Laurier’s dream of an alert and 
militant type of Canadian Liberalism 
is commencing to assume form and 
some measure of substance. In How- 
son the new Grit revival finds its per- 
sonification and inspiration.
